Yed in 1005 was 1,400,000, and if thelr
paper requirements were reduced to the
standard sige of 24 x 38 inches they con-
tained nearly 50,000,000 sheots. The
contribution of these elties, however, to
the printing industry was, of course, but
a portion of the entire requirement, In
terms of 24 x 38 sheets, all the telephone
books fssued in {he United States in 1006
centained  approximately 132,000,000
sheeta of paper.”

Getting out all these ‘roference books
certainly is a big undertaking as eom-
pared rwith the one which attended the
isauanen of the first telephone directory
in the world. This was brought out in
February 21, 1878, by the Southern New
England Telephons Company of New
Haven ,Ot, a leaflot that is preservel
under glass at the company's headquart-
ers in that city, Tt shows as the total
